The 
probability of a deficiency is, therefore, 
convi r eil into a certainly, and the ex- 
pectation — perhaps the boai^t— of the bu- 
reau, that it will be able to dispose of 
over $100,000,000 hefore July, seems likely 
to be realized. In any other country 
than this, or with a people less indiffer- 
ent than ours to what becomes of the rev- 
enues, the extraordinary growth of the 
pension fund under th<' coiiiliined efforts 
of the claim agents and the political 
demagogues would be startling. In 1878, 
thirteen years after the close of the war, 
when the claims would naturally haVe 
began to diminish, the •pplicattons a I 
lowed bad decreased from a maximum of 
£0,000, in 1866, the year after the war, to 
•boot 11,000. The diebarsements had 
fallen from a maximum of $;;3,ooo.oon, in 
1871, to $26,000,000.

"Astoria is in sight and we can see the 
ships from every Nation, with flags fly 
inij, and thi-ii nd tliere in the di.-taiice we 
get a view of the deep blue sea. By the 
way, the lower deck of oar boat is load- 
ed with ChineM aod sbatp. They «11 go 
in together. 

"Well, the ship is oat at the mouth of 
the river waitini; for us, then ho! for tlie 
Souttiern seas. This river is ten miles 
wide seventeen miles from its mouth. 

"It you don't hear from us for three or 
four months don't get uneasy. "A bad 
dollar will always return." Yes, "a roll- 
ing stone gathers no moss," and " a set- 
ting hen lays no etrgs."

It is a singi'lar coinoideuce tliai Siilti- 
vnn, the ice man, ordered and obtained 
the peoUiar business cards— oue of 
which was jjresented bjr an unknown 
initntoDr. Crouin -a very short time 
Tirevious to the murder. Sullivan bus 
t)een sharply que8tione<l on iliis Hubjeot 
and Haid tiuit the cards had been pi-iuteil 
for him a long time ago at the oiHce of 
^e Lmke View Record, but a reference 
to the books of the printing offioe failed 
to show any record of the txatuaetiOD. 
Though Stulivan'is not under eneat he 
is being oloselv shadowed by three men 
who are saiu to be operatives of the 
Pinkerton agency. 

Juatioe Mabouey, who introdnoed Sul- 
livan to Dr. Oronin, is also under snr- 
veillanoe. The latter made a statement 
to States Attorney Louguecker yester-
